Rowe’s Tragedy ef Jane Shore was performed here last night, 
with a very eflicient cast, Macready personating Hustlings, 
Vandenhoff, Dumont, G. Bennett ie Lure of Glo’ster, and 
Helen Faucit the heroine for the firsttime. Macready possesses 
every thing but person for an adequate representation of the 
part of the gallant //aslings ; his acting was very fine. Ellen Fau- 
cit’s Jane Shore is a piece of acting as beautiful as it is affecting, 
we never wish to see it acted otherwise or better. There wasa 
plaintive sweetness in her early scenes, exactly in accordance 
with the poet’s portraiture of the repeutant fair one, her vindica- 
tion of the rights of the children of her royal paramour was fisely 
impassiosed, and ber death scene was uncommonly effective ; 
it affected the imagination without shecking the senses. G. Ban- 
nett, as the Duke of Gloster, was in one or two instances very 
impressive, but both he and Mr. Vandenhoff ought to put a curb 
on their passions. The ‘Tragedy was followed by the grand 
spectacle of Aladdin, the whole concluding with the new 
Pantomime.
